For 
tlie past five years, the sale of these 
little stickers has brought a goodly 
sum into the county for the preven­ 
tion of tuberculosis and the support 
of the visiting nurse.

Tuberculosis is at the head of

Last year the sum taken in

$1/15.51, and the

It is announced that

eries this year will amount to $30,- 
000,000 
or 50% 
of 
its 
ordinary 
gross business. 
And the shortage 
of ears due to congestion in trans 
portation of ,war-order commodities 
has created a 
demand 
for 
ears 
which the factories are unable to 
fill. 
They find more profit in mak 
ing shells. 


The great sensation of the past 
week in business circles was the an ­ 
nouncement that one of the smaller
